eral Reserve officials said today 
that 
Russia’s drastic devaluation 
of the ruble was a virtual repudia­ 
tion of her currency and indicates 
that inflation within the Soviet is 
worse than outsiders had thought. 
Economic experts in Washington 
also interpreted Moscow's decision 
in wiping out nine-tenths of their 
currency’s buying power as a bold 
step designed to bolster the econ­ 
omy of her entire satellite bloc and 
extend opposition to the Marshall 
plan.

J. Burke Knapp, associate direc­ 
tor of Research and chief foreign 
currency expert of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, said he could recall 
no other incident in recent history^ 
where a great power had virtually* 
repudiated its own currency.

Tax Structure 
In Pennsylvania

sub-committee assigned to develop 
a new tax structure. 
The special six-man committee,

M atthews, held its organi­ 
zational m eeting at the state capi- 
tol yesterday to map plans for 
the study. 
The survey was aimed 
particularly at discovering tax in­ 
equities 
reportedly 
sidetracking j 
new indusiry from the state. 
Covers Entire Field 
M atthews announced the com ­ 
mittee 
would 
“cover the entire 
field 
on 
taxes” 
including 
state 
and local levies. 
A S50.000 ap­ 
propriation was earm arked for the 
study by the General Assembly 
which created the agency. 
The legislature called for “ways 
and m eans of financing the com­ 
monwealth and its political sub­ 
divisions on a more scientific and 
equitable 
basis,” 
particularly 
a 
method 
to 
“safeguard 
and 
en­ 
hance” the state s industrial posi­ 
tion . 
“The committee realizes that the 
tax problem is of trem endous im­ 
portance to every citizen of Penn- 
sy’vania.” M atthews said. 
“ It is 
determ ined to give the m atter ex- 
haustive study and bring about the 
best possible tax structure.” 
He pointed out that tax struc­ 
tures between states have become 
vitally im portant “in view of the j 
competition for new business”. 
Moving Fast 
Matthews 
s a i d 
preliminary 
studies have shown that “economic 
conditions between states are mov­ 
ing at a far m ore more rapid pace 
than we realize” . 
Texas and California w ere out­ 
standing examples of states show­ 
ing 
rem arkable 
growth, 
he 
as­ 
serted. 
“Pennsylvania is still growing,” 
he declared, “hut not fa«t enough 
to suit us by any m eans.” 
M atthews pointed out the rom- 
m ittee was approaching the study 
v ith w elfare of the people upper­ 
most in its aims. 
He said the group agreed to hear

Charges Russia 
Is Carting Away 
Poland’s Supplies

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.— Stan- 
islaw Mikolaczyk. fugitive deputy 
prem ier of Poland, charges Russia 
with carting away huge supplies of 
coal from her satellite Poland vir­ 
tually as a ’‘Germ an-type" repara­ 
tion of the w ar in which both coun­ 
tries fought as allies. 
In addition, the Polish states­ 
man. 
before leaving 
Washington 
for Chicago, said that coal ostensi­ 
bly 
allocated 
lor domestic 
con­ 
sumption had a “mysterious way 
of vanishing from the Polish con­ 
sumers m arket”. 
Mikolaczyk. whose Polish Peas­ 
ant party was captured by leitist 
elements allegedly subservient to 
the Warsaw regime, stated that 
Polish m iner , working under most 
difficult conditions managed never­ 
theless to achieve 60 per cent of 
the 1939 level of coal production. 
He said: 
“Soviet Russia is paying a mere 
pittance of about $2.40 per ton for 
Polish coal, whereas the price to 
w estern Etfrope is $16 a ton " 
The Polish exile leader added: 
“This price is virtual confisca­ 
tion or, perhaps a form of war rep­ 
aration which Poland is forced to 
pay her powerful neighbor to the 
•a^t instead of to the west.”
